A  sadness  overcame  Framingham  staff  and  students  in  the 
summer  of  1999  when  long-time  English  teacher  John  J. 
Donovan,  Jr.  passed  away.  A  graduate  of  Boston  Latin  High 
School  in  1957  and  then  from  Boston  College  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  Mr.  Donovan  became  an  English  teacher 
at  FHS  in  1964.  He  became  the  English  Department  Head 
in  1988.  In  addition  to  his  work  as  a  teacher  during  the 
school  year,  Mr.  Donovan  taught  summer  school  and 
worked  part  time  at  Stop  and  Shop  Supermarkets  for 
thirty-five  years. 

Mr.  Donovan  was  both  a  great  teacher  and  a 
benevolent  individual.  He  had  a  distinct  style  of  teaching 
and  felt  very  strongly  about  the  importance  of  education.  In 
one  hour  he  could  fit  in  a  great  deal  of  information.  He  often 
gave  quizzes  at  the  beginning  of  class,  but  he  kept  them 
short  in  order  to  preserve  as  much  time  as  possible  for  learn- 


ing. During  class,  he  always  interjected  his  unique  humor, 
creating  a  light  atmosphere  in  which  to  work.  He  would 
often  tell  stories  about  his  ballet  instructor,  Madame 
Bobachinsky  or  give  "Donovan's  helpful  dating  tips."  Mr. 
Donovan  was  a  humble  man  who  was  not  interested  in  being 
in  the  spotlight,  but  he  pursued  a  number  of  activities  with 
great  enthusiasm.  He  served  as  an  advisor  to  Key  Club  at 
the  high  school,  and  was  also  a  member  of  Saint  Mary's 
Church   in   Shrewsbury,  the  National  Education 
Association,  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association, 
the  National  Council  of  English  Teachers,  and  the 
Framingham  Educators  Association,  among  other  things. 

Well  liked  by  many,  and  a  great  contributor  to  FHS  and 
society,  Mr.  Donovan  will  be  remembered  and  missed.
